Bear hr. Ackerman, 

for reasons other than those of youriletter of l/27, I will not press my request 
with regard to Br. nattimer. I find your accidental formulation rather interesting, 
however, in that you refer to "faimes. . obligations" rather those those stemming from 
the fairness doctrine, 

. I think that on this subject it is far past the time when CBS and all those in 
policy positions should have examined what it ha3 aired, beginning with the utterly 
false description of the motion of the President's head as seen in the movies of the 
assassixiation of President Kennedy. 

I’here are two things in Dr. Lattimer' s statement requiring no detailed knowledge of 
the fact of that assassination for anyone with average intelligence in CBS to have known 
it was airing not news but proapganda. and contrary to the custonary news procedure on 
controversial matters, it was played straight, like the given word, with no single one 
of the many more expert on this subject than B r . Lat timer interviewed or quoted. I 
think you can answer these questions adequately for yourself. 

How can pictures and A-rays of a corpse show who fired what shots , or from what exact 
point? 

How can saying that the Warren Commission and a much more qualified panel of experts 
who examined the same evidence were both wrong prove they were both right? On this latter 
point, Br. Lattimer claims that the point of entrance of the so-called non-fatal bullet 
was about two inches higher in the rear of the President ' s neck. But he also claims this 
probes the conclusions of the Uoixm&ssion are right. With this one shot alleged to have 
inflicted a total of seven injuries in four parts of two bodies, requiring the precise 
trajectory attributed to it, how can this major alteration of its jLmputed trajectory not 
prove that the rest of this imputed trajectory was wrong , no^^&t, as Dr. Lattimer claims? 
(Or how can any reporter not understand that in moving the alleged point of entry into 
the neck prevents it from being to the right of the neck, as the official story has it?) 

Please let me know in advance, when CBS solemnly informs us that the moon is made of 
green cheese and that it is news because an eminent expert on cats has so declared. I nay 
mis3 it otherwise. *md I wouldn't want to for anything. But by the standards of this case, 
CBS will be "fair", without obligations, and will be pfeying the "news" straijrt.
